James  II  was  the  second  son  of  Charles  I,  and  succeeded  his  elder  brother  Charles  II  in 
1685.  He  was  an  unpopular  monarch  and  after  only  three  years  was  ‘replaced'  by  his  cousin 
William  III  of  Orange,  who  married  his  daughter  (Mary  II).

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A  SCUDO  D’ORO  OF  MONTALCINO,  1555-9 

RICHARD  PLANT 


One  of  the  most  interesting  series  of  Italian  coins  is  that  minted  at  the  hill  top  town  of 
Montalcino  in  Tuscany,  20  miles  SSE  of  Siena.  In  1555  the  city  of  Siena,  exhausted  after  a 
siege  lasting  over  a  year,  had  been  forced  to  surrender  to  Cosimo  de  Medici  of  Florence.  It 
was  granted  honourable  terms  (which  were  soon  violated),  and  those  who  wished  were 
allowed  to  leave  the  city.  Nearly  seven  hundred  families  travelled  by  foot  to  Montalcino, 
where  they  set  up  a  new  ‘Republic  of  Siena’.  They  were  supported  by  a  French  garrison  and 
on  the  coinage  recognise  King  Henry  II  of  France  as  their  protector  (HENRICO  II 
AVSPICE).  However,  by  the  terms  of  the  Treaty  of  Cateau-Cambresis  of  1559  the  French 
agreed  to  withdraw  their  support  from  the  Sienese,  and  the  ‘Sienese  Republic’  collapsed. 

It  was  the  enforced  union  of  Siena  with  Florence  under  Cosimo  de  Medici  which  brought 
about  Cosimo’s  promotion.  In  1569  Pope  Pius  V  recognised  the  enlargement  of  his  territories 
by  giving  him  the  title  of ‘Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany’.  It  is  interesting  that  the  badge  of  Siena 
was  the  Wolf  and  Twins,  most  commonly  associated  with  Rome.  Siena  claimed  to  take  its 
name  from  Senius,  the  son  of  Remus  (murdered  by  his  brother  Romulus),  one  of  the  co¬ 
founders  of  Rome.  Senius  fled,  together  with  his  brother  Ascius,  from  their  uncle  and, 
because  Senius  rode  a  white  horse  and  Ascius  rode  a  black  one,  the  colours  of  Siena  are  black 
and  white!  The  especial  patroness  of  Siena  was  the  Virgin  Mary;  and  the  old  name  of  the  city, 
as  found  on  many  of  the  coins  is  Sena  Vetus  Civitas  Virginis  ‘Old  Sena  (Siena)  City  of  the 
Virgin’. 

Most  of  the  usual  denominations  were  minted  at  Montalcino;  but  all  coins  are  rare  and 
expensive! 


AN  ENGRAVED  JACOBITE  RELIC 

CHRISTOPHER  EIMER 

The  variety  of  Jacobite  relics  dating  from  the  late  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century  which 
support  the  Stuart  claims  of  succession  contain  some  most  curious  and  interesting  objects, 
both  in  the  field  of  numismatics  as  well  as  in  works  of  art.  The  latter  category  includes  a 
number  of  portraits  of  the  ‘Pretenders’,  Prince  James  (III)  and  Prince  Charles  (III),1  and 
many  of  these  are  to  be  found  cleverly  concealed  in  rings,  miniatures  and  on  silver  and  glass. 
In  some  instances  the  reference  is  merely  allusive,  for  such  displays  of  partisanship  could 
have  been  regarded  as  treason  —  perhaps  it  is  this  which  adds  to  the  romance  and  intrigue  in 
which  this  slice  of  history  is  shrouded.  A  number  of  medals  commemorating  the  Jacobites 
were  struck  in  the  eighteenth  century  (Fig.  1)  all  of  which  were  to  serve  as  a  reminder  that  the 
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Stuart  cause  was  very  much  alive  despite  the  Hanoverian  accession,  although  some  do  com 
memorate  specific  occasions  concerning  the  exiled  family  (Fig.  2).  However,  all  press  their 
claim,  at  least  in  titular  terms,  to  the  right  of  succession.  The  great  majority  of  these  medals 
were  produced  on  the  Continent,  and  the  many  struck  in  Italy  were  the  work  of  Otto  and 
Giovanni  Hamerani  c.  1719-1780.  A  few  medals  were  produced  in  the  first  few  years  of  the 
eighteenth  century  and  these  carry  portraits  of  King  James  II,  Queen  Mary  (of  Modena)  and 
their  children  Prince  James  (III)  and  Princess  Louisa.  Such  memorials,  in  the  style  of  the 
work  of  Norbert  Roettier,  were  cast  and  then  chased  and  tooled,  the  fields  being  sometimes 
stippled  (Fig.  3);  these  ‘hand-made'  medals  are  each  quite  different  and  were  made  in  silver 
and  copper  and  sometimes  gilt. 

The  engraved  silver  plates,  Figs.  4  &  5,  stand  alone  and  represent  an  interesting  aspect  of 
Jacobite  relics.  Each  piece  has  been  cut  from  a  silver  plate  and  engraved;  close  comparison 
between  the  two  pieces  will  reveal  few  apparent  differences  and  those  which  are  evident  relate 
only  to  the  drawing  of  UNITED  and  1719  and  their  position  with  the  design.  The  composi¬ 
tion,  style,  shape  and  size  of  the  plate,  as  well  as  the  choice  of  suspension  loop,  all  point  to  the 
two  objects  being  by  the  same  hand  and  one  which  was  almost  certainly  active  in  the  period 
suggested  by  the  date. 

Coins  and  medals  which  could  be  carried  about  as  ‘pocket  pieces’  have  long  been  subject 
to  engraved  renderings,  often  of  a  sentimental  nature.  Such  pieces  have  never  really  been 
regarded  in  any  serious  light  by  collectors  despite  the  high  degree  of  workmanship  which  was 
occasionally  achieved;  an  exception  to  this  contempt  can  be  found  on  the  engraved  silver 
pieces  of  the  late  eighteenth  century,  mostly  in  the  form  of  crowns  or  eight-real  pieces.  These 
were  often  the  target  of  sailors,  perhaps  engaged  in  a  naval  action  or  in  exploration,  who 
would  record  their  experiences  in  such  a  manner.  Contemporary  documentation  of  this 
nature  presents  further  aspects  of  particular  events  and  provides  a  contemporary  social  com¬ 
mentary.  The  allusion  on  the  two  silver  engraved  pieces  under  discussion  is  clear  enough;  the 
clasped  hands  and  the  inscriptions  record  the  marriage  between  Prince  James  (III)  and 
Princess  Clementina  Sobieski,  grand-daughter  of  King  John  Sobieski  III  of  Poland.  This  was 
a  union  which  King  George  I  attempted  to  prevent  and,  through  his  German  branch  of  the 
family,  sought  to  have  Princess  Clementina,  who  was  betrothed  to  Prince  James,  detained 
whilst  on  her  way  to  Italy.  She  was  arrested  and  taken  to  Innsbruck  Castle  and  put  under 
guard.  Eventually  she  escaped  (Fig.  6)  and  fled  to  Bologna  where  she  was  married  to  Prince 
James  by  proxy. 

Although  the  history  and  tradition  of  the  Jacobites  propagated  such  items,  it  is  a  little  sur¬ 
prising  to  find  two  such  ‘tokens’,  each  individually  engraved  and  almost  identical.  The  piece 
in  Fig.  4  is  in  the  British  Museum  and  was  presented  by  Helen  Farquahar,  a  specialist  in  the 
Stuarts,  in  1954. 2  The  second  example,  Fig.  5,  appeared  at  a  recent  Sotheby  auction- 
apparentlv  having  previously  lain  unnoticed  in  a  ‘junk-box’.  The  earlier  provenances  of  either 
piece  cannot  be  established  although  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  catalogue  entry  to  the 
Montagu  collection  of  medals  in  1897,  lot  1 93 :4  ‘Engraved  pear-shaped  Badge,  JR  1.45  by  .9, 
bust  of  Charles  I  to  right,  and  in  front  “REMEMBER",  rev.  two  clasped  hands  with 
“UNITED"  above,  and  1719  below,  within  a  border,  with  ring  . . .’  -  purchased  by  Lincoln,  a 
coin  dealer,  for  four  guineas  (the  lot  contained  one  other  item  which  is  of  no  immediate 
relevance).  Certainly  the  catalogue  description  does  not  preclude  it  from  being  either  the  ‘Far¬ 
quahar,  British  Museum’  example  or,  although  perhaps  less  likely,  that  sold  in  the  recent 
Sotheby  auction.  However,  in  consideration  of  the  Stuarts  and  their  enduring  support  the  idea 
of  this  being  a  third  example  might  be  entertained.  In  the  light  of  the  mysteries  and  intrigues 
surrounding  the  affairs  of  the  Stuart  family,  and  given  the  particular  circumstances 
immediately  preceding  the  marriage  of  Prince  James  and  Princess  Clementina,  it  is  wholly 
appropriate  that  such  charming  ‘tokens'  should  have  been  made,  although  it  is  unclear  by 
whom  and  from  precisely  where  they  originate.  The  message  carried  served  as  hope  for  the 
adherents  of  the  Stuart  family  in  exile  that  this  union  might  produce  an  heir.

LEAD  TRIAL  PIECES  OF  WILLIAM  I  FROM  YORK  CASTLE 

R.  A.  HALL

Lead  alloy  pieces  bearing  the  impressions  of  coin  dies  dating  from  the  late  Saxon  or  Norman 
periods  form  a  well-known  group.  Until  recently  six  specimens  were  known:  they  include  one 
of  Alfred  found  in  St.  Paul's  churchyard,  London,  in  1840;  an  unprovenanced  find  emanating 
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from  the  tenth  century  mint  at  York;  one  of  Edward  the  Confessor  found  in  Winchester;  an 
unprovenanced  piece  of  William  I  from  the  London  mint;  and  two  unprovenanced  finds  of 
William  II,  one  from  the  London  mint,  the  other  from  Thetford.  Their  purpose  has  been 
discussed  by  Michael  Dolley  in  B.N.J.  27  (1952-4),  175-8,  and  by  Ian  Stewart  in  Num. 
Chron.  18  (1978),  185-7.  York  Archaeological  Trust’s  excavations  at  16-22  Coppergate, 
York,  between  1976-81  added  a  further  three  examples  to  the  tally,  two  of  Athelstan  and  one 
of  Eadwig,  and  these  are  discussed  by  Miss  E.  J.  E.  Pirie  in  her  definitive  publication  of  the 
post-Roman  coins  and  other  numismatic  finds  excavated  by  York  Archaeological  Trust. 
1972-81  {The  Archaeology  of  York,  18/1). 

The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  discovery  in  1902  of ‘leaden  imitations 
of  pennies  of  William  the  Conqueror,  the  purpose  of  which  is  unknown’.  They  came  to  light 
during  the  underpinning  of  the  Norman  motte  below  Clifford’s  Tower,  the  more  important  of 
the  twin  castles  at  York.  This  work  encountered  a  succession  of  timber  structures  at  different 
levels  below  the  current  surface,  and  the  precise  find-spots  and  relationships  of  these  ‘leaden 
imitations'  are  not  recorded  in  the  brief  published  report  (G.  Benson  and  H.  M.  Platnauer, 
‘Notes  on  Clifford's  Tower',  Annual  Report  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society ,  1902, 
68-74).  At  present  the  objects  cannot  be  traced  in  either  the  Yorkshire  Museum,  formerly  the 
museum  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society,  or  at  Clifford's  Tower,  the  two  repositories 
for  finds  mentioned  in  the  1902  report.  In  their  absence,  it  can  only  be  tentatively  suggested 
that  they  point  to  the  castle  being  the  location  of  the  York  mint  in  the  early  Norman  period, 
just  as  it  is  known  to  have  been  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries  until  its  removal 
across  the  city  in  1546  to  a  location  in  the  former  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital,  which  consequently 
became  known  as  Mint  Yard.  It  is  hoped  that  in  this  republication  these  objects  will  reach  the 
attention  of  a  wide  audience,  and  that  this  will  perhaps  lead  to  their  recognition.  Any  informa¬ 
tion  would  be  gratefully  received  by  the  author. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

Sir,  I  was  very  interested  to  read  Mr.  G.  Charman's  article  ‘The  Punched  Hammered  Coinage 
of  1696'  (October  Bulletin,  pp.  257-61).  However,  some  points  have  arisen  and  I  would 
welcome  Mr.  Charman’s  comments. 

The  reference  to  Pridmore’s  article  (p.  259)  should  read  December  1949  Bulletin  and  not 
1951  as  printed.  I  find  Mr.  Charman’s  reference  to  the  official  piercing  slightly  confusing. 
Perhaps  I  have  missed  the  point  but  Mr.  Charman  does  not  really  explain  how,  when,  where 
or,  more  important,  how  many  coins  the  Treasury  pierced.  Can  we  assume  that  any  coin 
which  did  not  reach  the  Treasury  would  escape  the  official  piercing?  If,  as  Mr.  Charman 
suggests,  the  piercing  was  an  official  countermark  then  the  instructions  to  make  such  a 
countermark  seem  to  be  rather  vague  as  to  where  the  public  were  to  take  their  coins  to  be 
pierced,  if  indeed  they  were  to  take  them  anywhere.  I  tend  to  agree  with  Mr.  Charman  that 
Ruding  gave  an  incorrect  interpretation  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  and  the  idea  of  the  public 
punching  their  own  coins  is  too  arbitrary.  Is  Mr.  Charman  suggesting  that  the  whole  scheme 
was  a  failure  in  that  the  punched  coins  were  released  only  from  mid-February  to  late  June 
and  were  finally  demonetised  on  1st  December  1696? 

It  would  appear  that  the  sixpence  circulated  for  ten  months  on  a  two-tier  basis.  Unclipped 
coins  bore  an  official  hole  through  their  middle  and  clipped  coins  faced  no  further  ignominy. 
Is  this  correct?  I  find  the  sad  piece  illustrated  in  Fig.  2  hard  to  understand:  just  25%  of  the 
beaded  inner  circle  is  still  visible  on  the  obverse  only  and  yet  Mr.  Charman  states  that  this 
would  be  acceptable  as  legal  tender  for  sixpence.  Mr.  Charman  states  that  dates  for  the 
staggered  withdrawal  of  clipped  coins  were  fixed  (p.  258),  but  does  not  give  them.  Can  we 
assume  Pridmore  (SCMB  Dec.  1949)  gave  the  correct  dates?  The  major  problem  still  facing 
the  collector  is  a  guaranteed  method  of  recognising  an  officially  pierced  coin.  I  am  sure  your 
readers  would  share  my  interest  in  Mr.  Charman’s  reply.  C.  H.  Comber.
